Reaction has come quickly to the suggestion 
lo build the new elementary school on the W. 
Fourth St. Ext., instead of the W. Seventh St.

However, in a letter which appears e^ewhera 
on this page today, James Nesslv Porter, an 
architect himself and therefore able to speak 
with more discernment than the average citizen, 
including The Review points out that a great 
deal of information needs to be put before the 
public before the Board should presume to come 
to a decision. 
This is true. Nothing is known about W. 
Fourth St., except that it looks like a nice place 
to put a school. Anyone who has lived in East 
Liverpool for any length of time has seen flood­ 
water on Patterson Field, and in the low spots 
in the W. Fourth St. area. High waters is one 
angle that needs answered. So does the ques­ 
tion of what sort of foundation would be found 
tm the site* It has been a rubbish dump. Compe­ 
tent people could look into this angle. There are 
other questions that will occur as community 
discussion proceeds. 
For another thing, there never has been any 
public explanation of why W. Seventh St. was 
chosen The original reasons for selecting this 
site. against other locations that certainly must 
have been considered, would be helpful in ar­ 
riving at a reasonable decision. 
It is not necessary to rush into the location of 
a building which Trill have to serve for at least 
50 years, if the present buildings are any criter­ 
ion. There is both time, and justification, for 
thorough discussion. 


January first in any year is 
merely a calendar date; it is not a 
landmark day in the trends and 
events that make history. What 
might have been a landmark day 
was Dec. 27 last, and it may still 
turn out to be one. 
For some six months, negotia­ 
tions had been under way for a 
truce in Korea. Agreement 
had 
been reached upon a detail, a pro­ 
posed neutral zone. This, however, 
was contingent, it would lapse un­ 
less by Dec. 27 t r u c e were 
achieved. 
Thus Dec. 27 beearn# a dram a­ 
tic and significant date. If a truce 
were achieved, it would mean one 
course and intention on the part of 
Communist Russia; if not achieved 
it would mean a contrary course 
and intention. 
What thoughtful men looked for­ 
ward to find was the state of mind 
of the Russian Communist heads— 
whether they were willing to have 
a truce which could be a step in 
the direction of world peace, or on 
the other hand preferred a contin­ 
uation of war with possible expan­ 
sion of it beyond Korea. 


THE LATTER VIEW seemed co­ 
re d after Dec. 27 came and passed 
without a truce. This, however, is 
not conclusive. There is well-in­ 
formed 
judgment 
which 
thinks 
there may yet be a truce in Korea. 
The same judgment hold#, 
how­ 
ever. that even if there is a truce 
in Korea, the Russian Communist 
heads are likely to initiate other 
Koreas elsewhere. 
The prospect is that the Russian 
Communist heads w'ill continue and 
enlarge the policy and strategy 
they began in Korea, a process of 
wearing down the United States by 
means of small wars conducted by 
satellites, at distant and widely- 
separated points. 
In the over-all world picture, the 
United States and the free nations 
are stronger today than they were 
when Korea began. They have ma­ 
terially increased their military 
strength, and the increase has had 
a marked psychological effect. We 
have taken steps in defiance of the 
Russian Communist heads, 
and 
while they have blustered 
and 
threatened, they have refrained 
from military action to carry out 
their threats. 
The Russian Communist heads 
opposed peace with Japan, 
for 
some five years prevented it. But 
we have made a peace treaty with 


Japan and 48 nations have signed 
it. The Russian Communist heads 
opposed the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization, declared with threats 
that countries adhering to it were 
committing unfriendly acts. But 
NATO was created and some 12 
nations have united in it. The Rus­ 
sian Communist heads opposed a 
change in the treaty with Italy, 
but we ignored the opposition and 
the treaty is in process of being 
changed. 
Steps we have taken in defiance 
of the Russian Communist heads 
are diplomatic victories. 
T h e y 
have strengthened our morale and 
given us prestige, encouraged free 
nations, and nations under threat, 
to unite with us. We have had no 
military victories. What we have 
done in Korea has not been a vic­ 
tory; it is a stalemate. Washington 
sometimes speaks of it as a victo­ 
ry, and this word can be partaillv 
justified in the sense that to stop 
what an enemy set out to do is a 
victory. 
The Communists in North Korea, 
aided later by the Chinese Com­ 
munists. undertook to conquer and 
absorb South Korea. This we have 
checked. The check has been de­ 
fensively important, for had the 
Communists succeeded in taking 
over Korea, that country would 
have become a foothold of com­ 
munism in eastern Asia, and there­ 
by a possible stepping stone to 
Japan. The threat to Japan thus 
created would have been a threat 
also to the defense of the United 
States in the Pacific. 


IN THE PROSPECT for the new 
year the major conditions are tne 
United States and the free nations 
as a group stronger militarily and 
psychologically, and 
Russia im­ 
pressed by that increase of strength 
but without any abatement of the 
fundamental purpose of bringing 
about a Communist world. 
Any 
prosect of settlement of the con­ 
troversy between East and West, 
or even arrival of a settled status 
of it. is for years beyond 1952. 
To our i n c r e a s e d , military 
strength there is a disturbing off­ 
set. For overcoming the 
United 
States, the reliance of Communist 
ideology has been less on direct 
military action by Russia than on 
economic deterioration leading to­ 
ward debacle in the United States. 
Deterioration in the form of infla­ 
tion continues without dependable 
prospect of check.

An Old Bolshevik 
There were times in Maxim Litvinoffs career 
as a Bolshevik when he tottered on the brink 
of reasonableness. It is a good guess that his 
obfcurity in recent years was the Kremlin’s 
recognition of this unbecoming trait in a Com­ 
munist diplomat. 
• 
Litvinoffs ''decency’* flowered spectacularly 
in 1935. when he sweet-talked an impressionable 
and gullible Franklin D. Roosevelt into estab­ 
lishing diplomatic relations with the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics. Litovinoff was Soviet 
commissar of foreign affairs at the time. 
He and Mr. Roosevelt had talked over the 
m atter shortly after the latter became Presi­ 
dent. The deal was clinched late in 1933 by an 
exchange of letters between the two men. 
Litvinoff promised there would be no more 
Communist propaganda aimed at the United 
States, no more interference with out internal 
affairs, full protection for U. S. citizens in Rus­ 
sia. and a spirit of co-operation. He spelled out 
these things in such detail that he almost con­ 
vinced hardshell in this country he meant 
them, as perhaps he did. But it was soon evi­ 
dent that his superiors did not intend to be 
hampered by the promises he had made. 
Litvinoffs death at the age of 75 has been 
reported by Pravda. To all intents and purposes. 
he died many years ago, when he dropped 
from sight. His great accomplishment was to 
hoodwink Franklin D. Roosevelt into believing 
the Communist dictatorship of Russia could 
change it* spots.

The boss pays. From then on he’s 
on a sucker list. That picket line 
has a habit of reappearing each 
season. One of the most active 
“friends of both sides” was the 
electrocuted k i l l e r ‘‘Cockeye” 
Dunn, who apparently did quite a 
business inland as well as on the 
waterfront.

INTO THIS MAZE of rackets, 
the anti-crime committee has sent 
its probers—not to get evidence for 
indictments, but to get the names, 
the roster of businesses, the figures 
of the mob investments. 
They don’t seek to blacken the 
union or the industry. In fact, 
they’re working closely right now 
with the union’s top leadership. It s 
a trade secret that the union is 
pleased with the chance to find an 
agency willing to expose the mobs, 
and through the radio, TV and 
newspaper publicity force local au­ 
thorities to clean up the industry. 
The union has been helpless in 
the face of the invasion of the mobs 
which have amassed huge cash 
caches and want legitimate busi­ 
ness fronts so they can pay taxes 
and appear to have respectable in­ 
come sources.

Presidential politics in 1952 will 
not be a eut-and-dried or tradition­ 
al affair What is forecast as of 
January will hardly be forecast as 
of May. 
The issues that loom large now— 
tax scandals and corruption—may 
seem insignificant a few months 
hence if there is a sudden change 
in the international situation. 
Candidates whose names seem 
important now as vote-getters may 
seem of secondary stature if the 
United States is plunged into a 
dangerous period of crisis. 
A good illustration of how domes­ 
tic issues can be delegated to a 
position of relative unimportance 
might have come last week. Sup­ 
pose President Truman had de­ 
cided to act firmly in the dispute 
over the arrest and imprisonment 
of the four American fliers by Hun­ 
gary, and had demanded their le- 
lease without paying the ransom. 
Suppose Russia then had stimulated 
Hungary to make an arrogant and 
defiant response. The United States 
would have been today in an en­ 
tirely different mood, politically 
speaking, and there would have 
been a tendency everywhere to 
rally behind the President and back 
him up in whatever steps he had 
decided to take to uphold Ameri­ 
can prestige in the world. 


THE FUTURE may bring many 
such incidents. It is unlikely that 
the Russians will pass up their 
opportunity to muddy the waters 
here in the next few months. A 
mistaken theory exists that the 
Russians are stupid about all this, 
and that they might well avoid 
taking any measures that would 
cause the American people to be­ 
come united. 
But the probabilities are that 
Russia 
isn't interested 
in 
how 
united or disunited the American 
people are, but what the effect of 
American action will be upon Eu­ 
ropean peoples and countries closer 
to the Iron Curtain. The more bel­ 
ligerent America gets, the more 
the Communists expect a weaken­ 
ed Europe to react with pacifism 
and apply the restraints which our 
allies applied in Korea. 
Russia knows the kinds of poli­ 
cies the Democratic administration 
will pursue. Moscow knows that 
her strategists can needle Amer­ 
ica and go very far now without 
risking war, because the Ameri­ 
can people have been told that it 
is better to accept peace at any

! price in Korea or elsewhere than 
to take any calculated risk that 
I might mean war, especially be­ 
cause Europe is divided and un­ 
ready. 


FOREIGN POLICY in all its 
many phases will be the prim ary 
issue in the coming campaign for 
the simple reason that it will be to 
the advantage of the Democrats to 
make it the issue. The Democrats 
want the Republicans to nominate 
Sen. Taft because, while he isn t 
an isolationist, he can be expected 
to advocate fxilicies with less in­ 
volvement internationally t h a n 
those of Mr. Truman. In such a 
debate, the Democrat* expect to 
have the advantage. 
So now that former Gov. Stassen 
has announced his candidacy, it 
is important only as he will indi­ 
cate what his foreign policy would 
be if elected. Curiously enough, 
the supporters of Eisenhower are 
not looking forward to any handi­ 
caps in the debate on foreign poli­ 
cy if the General is the nominee. 
They think the American people 
will expect him to carry forward 
the good in the present policies 
and improve upon them. The Eis­ 
enhower backers expect the most 


persuasive argument for their can­ 
didate to be that he can harmonize 
viewpoints as between Eueopean 
countries, that he can harmonize 
American 
and 
European 
view­ 
points. and that he can promote 
domestic harmony because this 
faculty 
of 
reconciling 
opposite 
viewpoints is one of the basic char­ 
acteristics of his personality. 


IT IS TOO SOON to s a y whether 
Stassen’s e n tr y in the race will 
hurt or help the Eisenhower candi­ 
dacy. Harold Stassen is obviously 
in the race for his own purpose, 
and in the long run his views will 
tend to synchronize much more 
with those of Eisenhower than those 
of Sen. Taft. 
It needs to be remembered that 
the problem of any Republican 
nominee is easy when it comes to 
holding Republicans votes, but it 
is not so easy when he has to gain 
a considerable number of persons 
who have been voting for the New 
Deal and the Fair Deal heretofore. 
It is an open question how many 
Democrats have been converted 
lately to conservatism on domestic 
questions, or to limited action in 
the international field.
